Making any reasonable allowance for 
the circumstances of the time, Edmonton's 
fair of 1931 has been an _ undoubted 
success, as a fair and as a popular attrac- 
tion. The financial outcome will be 
known only when the reports are made 
up. But judged by all other standards 
the event has measured up well to the 
mark set in bygone years. 

As an exhibition the fair bears com- 
parison with predecessors in most if not 
all departments. In nearly all classes the 
exhibits were numerous and the competi- 
tions keen, ‘Taken together these offered 
a highly creditable representation of the 
products of this section of the west, which 
is this year leading all western areas In 
farm production, No better agricultural 
show has been seen or will be seen this 
vear in western Canada. 

j The attendance was better, rather than 
than was to be expected. It was 
hardly to be supposed that attendance 
records would be shattered this year, but 
there was not a day when the crowd was 
really disappointing. The shows along 
the midway and the booths seemed to do 
the usual run of business, and the grand 
stand was filled on several occasions. 

The platform features and the 
racing program proved to be popular, and 
no doubt accounted largely for the 
iniformly good turnout every day, and in 
afternoon and evening. The large pro- 
portion of visitors who made their way 
nto the grand stand was a direct indica- 
ion of the popularity of these attractions

THE FAIR CROWDS 

If the times are hard, money scarce, 
and the public downhearted, there was 
little evidence of these distressing condi- 
tions among the crowds at the fair 
grounds this week. The size of the crowd 
on any day was in itself convincing proof 
that this is a long way from being a 
poverty-stricken community. And acres 
of motor cars parked in and around the 
grounds, throngs of people milling about 
the betting machines, and a packed mid- 
way, did not bear witness to any wide- 
spread state of destitution. 

The spectacle of these thousands of 
people from the city and the surrounding 
country thus enjoying their usual mid- 
summer outing, and apparently spending 
money freely, offered a welcome relief 
from the all-absorbing subject of un- 
employment and its attendant evils which 
are and have been for months demanding 
attention. These evils are facts. They 
are terribly real. And they will have to 
be dealt with. There is no getting away 
f-om that. 

But there is a mental tonic in this 
ocular reminder that it is a minority, and 
a small minority, of the residents of 
Edmonton and the Edmonton district who 
are facing real adversity. Nine out of ten 
men are still holding down their jobs or 
carrying on their business undertakings, 
with reduced wages and profits, of course, 
but still carrying on, able to take care of 
themselves, and with some margin to 
spare for luxuries after meeting their 
actual needs, That is the reassuring fact 
in the situation. 


A BAD PRECEDENT 

Premier Bennett amazed the House of 
Commons on Thursday by withdrawing 
his proposed amendments to the income 
tax law; because it had been said that he 
would benefit personally if these changes 
were made. 

This action is to be regretted on one 
ground at least—the reason that was 
given for taking it. Whatever the effect

If the Premier believes these changes 
to be desirable in the public interest, and 
fair to the individuals concerned, he 
should proceed with them.

Bell also mentioned that in some parts | 
of the States, ducks were scarce, while | 
Mr. Munro told of observations in the 
southern sections of the western prov- 
inces, all of which point to an extreme 
shortage of ducks in the coming 
seasons. 

Drs. Rooney and McIntyre, both of | 
whom are keen and close observers, gave 
authentic instances of drying up of 
lakes in Alberta and mentioned start- 
ling examples of havoc wreaked by 
crows on clutches of young ducks. 

Officials present all expressed their 
appreciation of the fine spirit of frank- 
ness and willingness to co-operate 
shown by all representatives of the 
various bodies present, and strong 
hopes were voiced that something 
definite and concrete would result soon 
from this extremely important meet- 
ing. 

Dr. Bell announced that the results 
of his investigation would soon be in 
the hands of his chief, Paul Reding- 
ton, who is now returning from a mis- 
sion to Alaska. The United States 
has already passed a federal act lim- 
iting the daily duck bag to 15 birds. 

Local men spoke strongly in favor 
of stronger and still stronger eforce- 
}ment of the game laws; until this is 
done, they fear, new regulations will 
be of little use in conserving the game 
supply for future generations of sports- 
men.

Mere is actual proof of the advant- 
ages in keeping the engine equipped 
with properly operating spark plugs 
It shows that 10,000 miles is about all 
that the spark plugs in any engine 
will last effectively.

After a 10,000-mile run, the spark 
plugs are quite worn, The electrodes 
are badly burned and pitted. The in- 
sulator is covered with carbon, pro- 
viding good leakage for some of the 
current.

For instance sulphur in gasoline, if 
present in quantity even less than 
one per cent, will harm the electrodes 

The iron content in the gasoline 
also will remain after the fuel has 
been burned and lodge on the insula- 
tors of the spark plugs. Iron is a good 
electrical conductor when hot, so that 
it eventually will cause the
